Holy See Reiterates the 


Charge that Fascism 


is Anti-Religious. 


VATICAN CITY, July 4—(UP)— 


The dispute betwen the Vatican and 
the Italian government reached a 
serious stage today after the pope 
issued a, strongly worded encylical 
which previously had been sent 
secretly from the country and dis- 
tributed throughout the world. 


The encyclical was sent by a 


trusted courier to. Paris and given 
yesterday to the press, presumably 
to thwart any possible governmental 
interference with its distribution. 
The whole affair was kept deeply 
secretive and no intimation was 
given in Rome that the encyclical 
existed, although it was dated June 
29. 


Vatican officials and the Observa^ 
tore Romano, official Vatican news- 
paper, refused to admit anything 
Then questioned about the encyclical 
and for all anyone in Vatican City 
or Rome knew until today, it never 
existed. 


Printed Saturday. 


The Observatore Romano, how- 


ever, printed it today, going to press 
sceretly at 1:30 p. m., several hours 
earlier than usual. The maneuver 
apparently was to prevent fascist 
agents from buying up all copies in 
Italian territory. 


Nevertheless, there was no sale of 


the paper in Rome or anywhere in 
Italy. The encyclical took up the 
entire first and second pages -of the 
newspaper and was printed only in 
Italian, contrary to the usual custom 
of printing such documents in both 
Latin and Italian.' 
, 


Before the encyclical appeared, 


the office of the papal secretary of 
state issued a statemnt saying: 


"It is very likely that the official 


text of the encyclical will be pub- 
lished this evening in the Observa- 
tore Romano." 


"In order 4o insure foreign dif- 


fusion without change," the state- 
ment said, "the document was sent 
abroad before publication in Italy 
It was personally carried to Paris 
by a person trusted by the holy see

Governor Bryan, as chairman of 


the state board of equalization and 
assessment.- is going to have diffi- 
culty in accomplishing any material 
reduction in the regular state tax 
levy this year, aside from the spe- 
cial levy for the capital fund, which 
was reduced one-half by legislative 
enactment in accordance with his 
recommendation. 


The governor and the state board 
are faced with a substantial reduc- 
tion in the grand assessment roll 
due to shrinkage in listed values of 
such important items as merchan- 
dise, live stock, farm cereals on 
hand, railroads,

banks, stocks, bonds, and intangibles 
in general. It is not unlikely that 
the total valuation of all tangible 
property in the state will fall below 
$3.000.000.000. compared with 53,102.- 
000.000 last year. 


It, looks as though the railroads 
alone may get a reduction of S«.- 
000.000 or S50.000.000 in their tota 
assessment, since the market worth 
of their stocks and bonds has 
greatly decreased during the past 
year. These securities are the prin- 
cipal gauge of carrier values for 
taxation, under the formula laid 
down by Judge Woodrough of the 
United States District "court at 
Omaha several years ago. Earnings 
of the railroads are likewise at low 
•water mark this year.

NEW YORK, July 4—(I. N. S.)— 


There is a definite undercurrent of 
optimism throughout business and 
financial circles that the ushering 
in of the second half of the year 
marks a genuine turning point in 
the industrial cycle.

German reparations and all inter- 
governmental debts have been prac- 
tically adjusted. The lirmness in 
commodity prices has continued. 
Retail distribution has shown an 
encouraging pickup, and the stock 
market has held its position in 
stubborn fashion, despite extensive 
profit-taking and renewed selling 
drives by professionals. 


The performance of the security 


markets in the past week has 
aroused conflicting opinions from 


i usually well informed observers. 


Thus while stocks have shown a 
tendency to lag, bonds have been in 
persistent demand, with the utility 
bond average of Standard Statis- 
tics closing the week at new high 
levels for the year. 
Controversy Over Stock Advances. 


Assuming that the recent ad- 


vance of the stock market has been 
due entirely to the Hoover mora- 
torium plan, there is considerable 
controversy as to which way the 
list is now headed, in view of the 
virtual consummation of the mat- 
ter. 


Constructive interests point out 
that selling efforts in recent days 
have failed to make much headway, 
with volume of turnover drying up 
appreciably "as prices were receding. 
On the other hand, bearish quar- 
ters counter with the information 
that the recovery of the market 
has been checked at the 50 per cent 
level of the decline sustained be- 
tween February 24 and June 2. 
Failure to extend the upturn at this 
point would signify that the rally 
has been entirely technical in 
character.

All accepted indexes of com- 


modity prices have shown improve- 
ment over recent 
weeks. Brad- 
street's index of commodity prices 
as of July 1 recorded an increase 
of 1.5 per cent over a month ago. 
This js of especial 
significance,

continuously with the single excep- 
tion of April, 1931, when a small 
upturn 
occurred. 
Therefore, this 


makes but the second advance in a 
period of twenty,months, while the 
percentage increase is the largest 
since October 1. 1927. 


Buying Interest Improved. 


The steel industry continues at a 


low level of production, but buying 
interest is reported improved, and 
the expectation is that a substantial 
pick-up in activity will take place 
in" the early fall. Present indica- 
tions are that output during July 
•will be maintained at approximately 
the current rate of 35 to 40 per cent 
of capacity. 
Structural and pipe 


steel are still in best demand, while 
there has been a noticeable im- 
provement in the price structure. 
Of more than ordinary significance 
in this respect has been the advance 
in steel scrap prices in Pittsburgh, 
following a steady decline of several 
months. 


The automobile Industry has fur- 
ther curtailed production. Present 
estimates place June production at 
from 275.000 to 300,000 units for the 
United States and Canada. This 
compares with a total of 315,000 
units for May. 


Freight car loadings improved 


moderately, with the total for the 
week ended June 20 showing an in- 
crease of 8.5 per cent over the load- 
ings of the previous week.

closes. 
No new cases of typhoid 


fever or poliomyelitis developed in 
that month. Of other maladies, the 
following count is shown: 


Chickenpox, 125 cases; diphtheria, 


25: influenza, 2; measlse, 17; cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, 3; scarlet lever, 
83; smallpox, 80; tuberculosis, 17. 


In June a yaer ago the bureau 


had 279 cases of measles reported, 
as against 17 this year. For May, 
1930, the measles record was 1,685. 
but the same month this year had 
only 49 cases. In the first half of 
1930 there were 10,091 persons who 
became ill with measles; in the first 
six months this year, 219. 


Chickenpox is the only malady 


where the number of new cases dur-, 
ing June averaged one to a county 
for the entire state.

Would Have a Good 


Economic. Effect. 


Debt Suspension Seen as 


Stimulation to For- 


eign Credits. 


WASHINGTON July 4— (I. N. S.) 


—One of the indirect effects of the 
president's proposal for a year's 
moratorium on international debts 
might be a reversal in the trend of 
gold movements away from 
the 


United States, according to the 
opinion of some government offi- 
cials. 
This belief was based on the as- 


sumption that world business would 
enjoy a'substantial stimulation by 
the moratorium and that PS a re- 
sult there would oe greater need for 
cath and credit abroad. • 


The jiatural reaction would be an 


increase in foreign loans by the 
United States and heavier invest- 
ments of Americans in 
foreign 


countries, both indirectly "by private 
investpis, and directly by corpora- 
tions in this country desiring to ex- 
land their production lines, plants 
and other operations abroad. 


Good Effect Would Result. 


Reversal of the gold movement 


would have a gool economic effect, 
according to financial experts. The 
record high romt of America's gold 
supply was reached the week end- 
ing July 1. with a total of $4,950,- 
000,000 "out of the world's total of 
$10,000,000,000 
or 
$11,000,000,000. 


There had been an almost unin- 
terrupted increase for many weeks, 
resulting not from the particularly 
favorably investment conditions or 
large business in this country, but 
more unfavorable conditions abroad. 


Gold has moved to the United 
States because of a favorable bal- 
ance of merchandise trade, requir- 
ing shipments by foreign, countries 
to balance their international pay- 
ments, because of political and eco- 
nomic uncertainty abroad leading 
foreign investors to look to the 
American market as a safer place 
lor investment and in the absence 
of a larger volume of foreign loans 
by this country. 
Loans By U. S. Needed. 
In the belief of some experts, ap- 
plication of the year's moratorium, 
to bring aboutr a substantial im- 
provement, should be augmented by 
foreign loans by the United States 
in order to assist in the stimulation 
abroad. 
Latin-America particularly needs 


credit extensions and while not in- 
cluded in the debt moratorium may 
come in for some of the private aid 
that American financial interests 
plan to give in order to set world 
business back on the track of pros- 
perity. 
Economists, however, are warning 
against excessive foreign 
loans, 
that is, credits to foreign countries 
in excess of their needs or beyond 
their capacity to repay.

After some difficulty about ob- 
taining an audience before a plen- 
ary session, Miss Stevens finally was 
given time, and made a ringing and 
dramatic plea for a proposed equal 
rights treaty bv which nations would 
agree that in their countries there 
would be no legal, civil, or other in- 
equalities based, on sex. 


As a result of this affair, the Pan-

Although arriving late, she 
soon dominated-the situation, again 
making a dramatic plea for equality 
between men and women in na- 
tionality. The result was that the 
United States refused to sign the 
nationality 
convention, 
standing 


alone against it. 
No Ratification Yet. 


But the other nations had "after- 


thoughts." Not one has ratified the 
unequal convention. Once—but the 
details cannot yet be told—a long 
distance telephone call from an em- 
bassy here to a Latin American 
capital prevented ratification. Once 
a revolution aided Miss Stevens' co- 
horts, for a more feminist cabinet 
officer came into power. 
Eventually the league of. nations 


itself 
decided that the treaties 


drawn up at The Hague, discrimin- 
ating against women, really were not 
based on the right idea, and deter- 
mined upon further study of the na- 
tionality question, in doing so it set 
up the committee, now meeting in 
Geneva, of which Miss Stevens is a 
member. The action of the league 
of nations has helped prevent rati- 
fication in European and Oriental 
countries, but the women of those 
countries have been busy, too. 


Miss Stevens is fighting in the 


women's committee for a short, sun- 
pie direct report recommending that 
any international treaty or conven- 
tion on nationality be based upon 
the principle of equality between 
men and 
women in 
nationality 


rights and obligations. Some of the 
women of other countries, while 
wanting the same principle written 
into international law. are reported 
to be supporting a long, legal report

In State Treasury 


To Start Biennium 


Nebraska's state treasury on June 


30, the close of the fiscal biennium, 
contained an aggregate cash bal- 
ance of $7,303,975 in all funds, of 
which $2,591,508 was credited to the 
general fund. On the same date a 
year ago, at the middle of the bi- 
ennial period, the grand total cash 
was $7,532,903 and the amount in 
the general fund $2,816,987. 


During the last two months the 


general fund balance h . '...zn built 
up substantially through the receipt 
of 1931 real estate taxes paid to 
county treasurers and remitted by 
them to State Treasurer Bass. The 
income of that fund from all sources 
was $1,669,241 in May and $1.390.- 
102 in June. Disbursements from it 
were $545,150 during May and $588,- 
822 in June. 
"From How until next December 
tax income of the treasury will be 


l!-ht and payment* from the gen-j 
eral fund will exceed the receipts. 
However, the big reserve of cash 
that has accumulated In it is ex- 
pected to take care of all drafts 
without exhausting the fund. Jn De- 
cember and January the z,tatc will 
receive large sums from Personal j 
and corporation taxes under the 
1931 levy. 


Total receipts of the treasury in 


June were $3.582.484. This Included 
the general fund Income, $792,469 
from gasoline tax. $548.267 of fed- 
eral aid road money, $260.000 of uni- 
versity cash revenues. $135,970 for 
the capitol fund, $198,500 for the 
permanent school fund, and various 
smaller amounts for other funds. 


The balance in the gas tax fund 


at the end of the biennium was $1.- 
738913: in the capitol fund. $450,647; 
miscellaneous cash, $436,613; tem- 
porary school fund (for semi-annual 
apportionment), $516,879; and lesser 
amounts in other f-nds. 


All investments for the perma- 


nent school, soldier relief, and other 
trust funds of the state amounted 
to $13,927,285.

tor is the present system of banking 
and handling of money "

Hoover's moratorium plan foi han-

The governor skipped from sub- 
ject to subject m his discussion

tor Dwight Griswold of Gordon, 
former state commander of the 
American Legion, and a probable 
republican candidate for governor 
next year, In a Fourth of July ad- 
dress made here today, spoke in 
part as follows: 
"I have come to the conclusion 
that, considering the present un- 
settled condition of international 
trade and finance, it is the duty of 
the TJnited States to go even far- 
ther than.

"It has never seemed to me that 


Germany alone was responsible for 
the World war—that, in fact, all of 
the leading European nations were 
ready to fly at the other's throats 
Whenever they thought they could 
get the best hold. But even grant- 
ing that Germany was partly to 
blame, it must be remembered that 
Eince that time, she has rid herseli 
completely of kaiserism, and today 
the new Germany is fighting the 
battle of civilization against com- 
munism on one side and fascism on 
the other. If she f alls before either 
of these monsters, it will likely 
mean, all too soon, another bloody 
Europe. 
"The surest way to assist this 
^oung German republic to survive 
is to help it in its governmenta 
financing by relieving it of the IOEK 
of war debts which it inherited. If 
the Germans fall before their ene- 
mies we will get nothing; if they 
live we will be repaid in more ways 
than one. 
"But not only would we be help 
ing our sister republic ta a battle 
'lor life, but it is every day becom- 
ing apparent 
that internationa 
trade cannot flourish with this loac 
jipon its back. 


"It was my privilege a year ago 
to serve as state commander of the 
'American Legion in this state, and 
It is my belief that the service men 
of this nation would be the first to 
extend the hand of help to another 
nation ta distress, even though it 
be a former enemy. One of the 
finest heritages of American sol- 
diery is the story of General Grant 
at Appomattox, when he refused to 
accept in surrender the sword of 
General Lee and when he said to 
the ragged and starving confederate 
soldiers: 'Take your horses home"; 
you will need them in tending your 
crops.' 


"That must be our attitude today. 


, Let us say to Germany, in words of 
\ hope and good cheer, 'Keep your 


payments at home; you will need 
them in keeping alive the cause of 
good government, and in straight- 
ening out the tangled web of inter- 
national trade and Iinance.'"

Governor Ready for the 
'Tight to Finish" With 


Doherty Interests. 


TOPEKA, Kas., July 4—(U. P.)— 


Harry L. Woodring, aggressive 
young bachelor governor of Kansas 
today began marshaling his forces 
for his first major campaign de- 
signed to determine -whether " a de- 
fiant monopoly is bigger than the 
state." 


The administration was at war 


•with the Doherty utilities, subsi- 
diary of Cities Service. Woodring 
avowed it would be a fight to the 
finish, with the full resources of the 
state thrown in. 
The governor was determined to 
secure a reduction in Kansas na- 
utral gas rates, which he contends 
are exorbitant in flagrant disregard 
of the purpose and intent of pub- 
lic utility lavrs. 
Simultaneously another branch 


of the administration struck at the 
Doherty interests. Carl Newcomer, 
state blue sky commissioner, issued 
an order suspending sale of all but 
one issue of Cities Service stocks 
in the state on the ground that 
prior liens make the common and 
other stocks worthless. 


Xcwcomer Restrained. 
Newcomer and the state banking 
department were restrained, how- 
ever, from enforcing the order by a 
temporary restraining mandate 
ganted by Judge George H. •Whit- 
comb of the Shawaee county Dis- 
trict court. 
State authorities meanwhile went 
about mattering information for use 
in the fight against the Doherty 
gas interests. Consulting engineers. 
the state geologist witli a special 
crew, and utilities accountants were 
gathering statistics on the gas 
holdings and profits ttaerelrom. 
Tfce gas monopoly refuses to 
lessen its avaricious demands for 
more and mxre profits," Woodriag 
said. "Such a condition cacnot en- 
dure. The aroused people demand 
relief The public service jcommis- 
slon can refuse to'approve Donerty 
franchises where conditions are 
snch that the price of gas cannot 
be regulated." 
The commission set August 18 as 
the date it will begin the hearing 
into the gas rates.

"Custer's Last Stand" forms a 
trio of words known by every 
American. General Custer, Union 
officer during the Civil war, was 
sent into the west following Lse's 
surrender to supply military pro- 
tection to pioneers, trekking toward 
new and fertile lands. Indian war 
parties were continually harassing 
and attacking trains of covered 
wagons, isolating small groups of 
settlers and slaughtering them and 
generally proving a menace to the 
progress of civilization. While Gen- 
eral Custer was but one of many 
officers dispatched to the troubled 
area, the battle of the Little Big 
Horn gave him undying fame. 
Attacked 
by an. overpowering 


force by Sioux and Santee Indians, 
led by Chief Sitting Bull. Custer 
and his men fought a losing fieht 
until the general and all but a 
mere handful of his troopers were 
massacred. This bloody tragedy, 
occuring one fateful, blistering day 
in 1876. set the nation aflame and 
resulted 
in 
extended 
campaigns 
against the Indians and the build- 
iiar of more forts to withstand their 
attacks. 


It is many of these old rich-in- 
historical-lore fortresses that are 
to be abandoned bv the war de- 
partment now that the demands cf 
economy are much more pressinu 
than attacks. It is these self-same

The girls who were candidates 


in the "Miss Victory" contest will 
continue t osell tickets for the fair 
grounds program, according to Mr. 
Clark and George B. Milan, repre- 
sentative 
of the 
company 
with 
which the legion contracted for the 
"siege" entertainment. 


Orders for a new supply of fire- 
works and 
explosives have been 
ient and the new goods are due to 
arrive here sometime Tuesday, 
Mllam said. New placards advertis- 
ing the progam have also been 
ordered and will be distributed dur- 
ing the next few days over the 
vhole territory In which the show 
was advertised for July 3. 


A crew of men will go to work 
Sunday morning to replace the set 
pieces lost in the fire and m setting 
up lighting equipment. As a move 
to avoid a recurrence of the damage 
•which occurred two weeks ago when 
a high wind blew down all the 
field pieces for the entertainment, 
these have all been lowered to the 
ground. They are so arranged that 
they may easily be pulled up Into 
place and the stage set for the pro- 
gram only a Jew hours before it is 
to take place. 


Many Lincoln people have offered 
their assistance to the legion, ac- 
cording to Mr. Clarke, in connection 
with arrangements preparatory to 
the staging of the show.

Auto Notes 


Gasoline Waste Due to Friction. 
In order to get the most value 


from gasoline, a car should be, as 
much as possible, free from friction. 
By proper lubrication, it is possible 
to reduce materially, the friction of 
the working parts of the engine, 
wheels-and chassis. It is the last 
type of friction, occuring, of course, 
in the gears and bearings, that is of 
immediate and practical importance 
to the motorists. Through proper 
lubrication, unnecessary friction may 
be avoided and a part of the wasted 
energy of the gasoline saved, in ad- 
dition to preventing wear and tear 
on the car. When the car has been 
standing for a considerable period 
before, the oil is changed, a simple 
method Is to jack up the rear 
wheels and run the engine with the 
transmission gears in mesh so that 
the ooeration of the transmission 
and differential will agitate, heat 
and thin the oil. A few miles on the 
road will do the same job. 


Precautions in Hand Cranklnp. 
There Is a condition that can de- 


velop in the best of cars when it is 
necessary to use the hand crank in 
order to start the engine. This will 
happen if the battery goes ''dead'' 
or something occurs in the starting 
motor. To prevent a broken wrist 
or arm. the following suggestions 
may help. If the car has manual 
spark control, always set the lever 
at full retard before hand cranking 
and be sure that gears are in neu- 
tral and the parking brake is set. 
Never, under any 
circumstances 
push on the crank, always pull on 
it. for under the latter circum- 
stances the crank will simply pull 
out of the hand harmlessly, "if the 
engine -kicks." When starting the 
engine, open the hand throttle the 
usual amount, leave the 
switch 
"off," crank the engine over a few- 
turns -nth the choke closed, throw 
on the switch and give the crank a 
snappy upward pull A few trials 
•will usually srire results with a min- 
imum risk of getting hurt. Keep 
the thumb on the same side of the 
handle with the fingers and not 
•wrapped around it in the opposite 
direction.

BEING REDUCED 


Nebraska In Tie For 


Fourth Place Among 


The States. 


Fewer Illi t e r a tes .The 


Country Over Than 


Decade Ago. 


WASHINGTON BOREAU 
THE LINCOLN STAR. 
WASHINGTON, July 4.—Nebras- 


ka is tied with three other states 
for the honor and distinction of be- 
ing fourth among all the states in 
the small portion of its population, 
10 years old and over, unable to 
read or write, according to the cen- 
sus bureau. 


Nebraska, Souih Dakota, Kansas 


and Utah had only 1 2 per cent of 
their respective populations enum- 
erated as "illiterate" by the 1930 
census takers. This percentage" is 
far below thr 43 per cent recorded 
for the country as a whole. 
In Nebraska the percentage of il- 
literates has decreased from 1.4 per 
cent in 1920 to its present 1.2 per 
cent, and the actual number of il- 
literates has decreased from 13.784 
to 12,725, while the state's popula- 
tion has risen from 
1,012.552 to 


1,106,139 during the decade. 
Other States Gain. 


However, the states tied -with Ne- 


braska in 1930 and the country as 
a «'hole made greater progress in 
stamping out illiteracy "during the 
10-year period than did Nebraska, 
for their 1930 percentages have de- 
creased from 1920 totals by more 
than the 2 per cent reduction reg- 
istered by Nebraska. 
In the country as a whole, illit- 


eracy has decreased frdm 6 per 
cent of a population of 82.739.315 
in 1920 to 43 per cent of a popula- 
tion of 98.723,047 in 1930. The ac- 
tual number of illiterates was 4.- 
931.905 in 1920 as against 4583,749 
in 1930. This is a 13 per cent de- 
crease in number of illiterates, a 
bit more than a 25 per cent de- 
crease in percentage of illiteracy, 
and a 16.1 per cent increase in 
population for the country. 


In South Dakota, the percentage 


of illiterates decreased from 1.7 per 
cent in 1920 to 12 in 1930: 
the 


number of illiterates sank 
from 


8.1C9 to 6.763; and the population 
increased from 482.195 to 543354. 
Kansas Progresses. 


IT Kansas percentage decreased 


from 1.6 to 1.2: number from 22.- 
821 to 18.680: and population in- 
cre?.sed from 1.396.725 to 1.519.562. 
In Utah, percentage sank from 


IS to 12: number from 6.264 to

acy in the country "was 0.8 in Iowa, 
ttie highest. 14J> per cent in South 
Carolina. Washington and Oregon

place alone with 1.3 per cent.

hope of another pennant, the sup- 
port is good.

Perhaps Milwaukee. 


Where to put the Browns has 


been a live topic for some seasons. 
Milwaukee has been mentioned. Mr. 
Ball is supposed to be a heavy 
stockholder in the Brewers. Mil- 
waukee is a city of 600,000 and has 
a ball park seating 14,000 for its 
American Association games. 


Several cities in the east would 


be glad to have the Brown fran- 
chise, but that might disturb the 
balance of the circuit to such an 
extent it would not be considered.

HE last volume of the Year 


Book, official organ of the 


light h'arness horse industry, in 
America, shows that Evelyn Harves- 
ter, 2:11, holds the world's record 
for two-year-old pacers racing over 
half-mile tracks. That record is 
only one-quarter of a second faster 
than the record gained by Lola S., 
last season at Wmfield, Kan., in a 
hotly contested race and indicates 
just how good a filly that dau: "iter 
of Captain S., really is. 


At Winfield, in a field of well 
balanced two-year-old pacers, Lola 
S. won in straight heats, the time 
of her two miles being 2:12 and 
2:11U- 
That race constitutes the fastest 


ever paced over a western half-mile 
track and for 'nvo reasons: .First, 
it furnished the fastest two con- 
secutive heats -ver paced by a 
two-year-old racing over a two-lap 
track, and. second, the second and 
winnine mile, pncid in 2:llVi. has 
never been approached by a pacer 
of the same aee over a western 
half-mil track since Goldie King 
wen a hat in 2.11 U ab Kearney, 
Neb., in 1918. 


The mile of Goldie King was" not 


paced in a class for two-year-olds. 
but in a race especially arranged 
to demonstrate the speed of that 
daughter of Gold Bingen, 2:21Vi. 


^OREOVER. Goldie King did 


not win her race at Kearney. 


only finishing first in the opening 
mile; the event going to Flower 
Forbes, by- J. Malcom Forbes, whor2 
miles were paced in 2:45 and 2:22',4. 


Even the performance of Evelyn 
Harvester is not nearly as good as 
that of Lola S., as the daughter of 
The Harvester, 2:01. gained her 
record in an effort to beat 2:25J,4 
pacing at Memphis, Tenn., in 1926, 
L~ving only a pacemaker to con- 
tend with and as all horsemen well 
know the pacemaker is not ex- 
pected to win—its purpose is to 
stimulate the horse trying for a 
record. 


Taken in every way, Lola S. was 


a superior pacer to Evelyn Harves- 
ter and Goldie King at the same 
age, as she raced all reason and in 
large fields.

URTHER reference to the last 


Year Book shows Air Silk, 


2.12%, as holding the world record 
for two-year-old I acers racing over 
a half-mile track, but th: same 
volume gives Peter Casco winning 
his race at Topeka. Kas., Septem- 
ber 9, 1930, in 2:12 and 2:14%, 
which performance entitled him to 
the position given Air Silk by the 
compiler of the Year Book. 


Air Silk, given as fastest for age 
and gait over a half-mile track, 
was bred at Midway Farm, Kear- 
ney, Neb., as was Goldie King. 
2:11%, while Peter Casco was bred 
by W. M. McKnab, Winfield. Kas.. 
owner of El Casco. 2:09Vi, sire of 
the two-year-old name'd.

I looked down the length of the 
barge and there at the far end, re- 
mained only two big fellows in a 
desperate embrace, each trying to 
force the other overboard. 


Only Ihree Survivors. 


"I crept upon them, determined 


to win, with one giant shove. They 
happened to see me coming and 
must have figured that. I was 
pretty good or I wouldn't have sur- 
vived. In any cases, they broke 
grips and the three of us began to 
circle around and draw closer. I 
purposely backed toward the edge 
of the barge hoping for a quick 
fling to rid myself of either one of 
them if they attacked. 
"The larger of the two made a 


sudden dive for my legs. He got 
part of fne, lost control: but as 
he went over the side he pulled 
me with him, legs first. 
"In going over I managed to get 


my fingers glued to the edge of the 
platform. I still was in the fight, 
for I had not been pulled clear of 
the barge. The lone fellow on the 
deck came bounding over and be- 
gan stamping at my fingers. I 
shifted my hands from side to side, 
and then he made a" deliberate kick 
at my head. 


Crawled Tip His Leg. 


"As his foot came up I grabbed 


his heel. He flopped over on his 
back as I started to pull. He got 
a good brace, and I'began to climb 
up the leg that I held. In a sec- 
ond or two I was back on the barge 
with him. 


"He was a powerful fellow, and I 


could feel the pressure of his strong 
hands with each shifting grip. In 
one of his mad clutches, he ripped 
off one of the legs of my overalls. 
I had on a white silk shirt and he 
tore it to ribbons. Then I told my- 
self that I'd better get down to the 
deck and begin to wrestle for keeps. 
"I got him hooked up in a for- 


ward body scissors and a full Nel- 
son.' He began to squeal a little 
under torture and the sheriff, now 
a breathless on-looker, stepped up 
and said: "Don't kill him, young 
feller; you're supposed to 
throw 


him overboard if you can.' 


Crowd Sets Un Din. 


We came to our feet and re- 


newed grips. I began to edge him 
to the side of the barge. 'If I go 
sonny, you're coming .with me,' he 
hissed in my teeth, as the great 
crowd on the shore began to set 
up a fearful din. The other 98 had 
gone to shore and many of them 
had come back in row boats to get 
a close-up of the struggle. 
"I finally got a neck and head 


hold and 
began to 
swing 
him 


around in a circle. Boy. he was 
going this time. I pivoted toward 
the edge, but was a bit alarmed 
when I felt his fingers grasp the 
bottom of the lone leg of my over- 
alls. I remembered that threat 
about going with him. 


Jim Copped the Hundred. 
"Then I gave a mighty 
heave 


and over he went, but as he flew 
through space he held on to the 
lone overall leg. As I released him. 
I stiffened the leg out straight and 
over he went, with the other re- 
maining overall leg clutched in his 
fingers. It was a happy thing for 
me that I had on swimming trunks 
under what had been overalls, else 
I wouldn't have been able to swim 
ashore and collect my S100. 
"That was my last barge battle 


royal. They barred me; after that 
but I'm willing to admit that I've 
enever been in such a hot battle in 
all my life."

The disease itself rarely, 


destroys life. In the rare 
cases where it does, death 
from exhaustion follows the 
condition 
wherein the fits 


succeed each other so rapidly 
that the patient does not re- 
gain consciousness during the 
interval. 


The patient may or may 


not experience the epileptic 
aura. This aura, when pres- 
ent, consists in most cases, of 
an apparent vapor arising 
from the trunk and passing 
upward towards the head. 
jWhen it reaches the head, 
the patient may or may not 
•utter a cry, and, if he is 
standing, falls. 


There are other premoni- 


tory indications or warnings 
which are of varied character. 


The clonic spasm lasts but 


a few moments, and the pa- 
tient falls into a profound 
slumber, 
which varies 
in 


length, and awakens with a 
severe headache and with no 
idea as to what transpired 
during the seizure, Epilepsy 
can be differentiated from 
hysteria from the fact that 
the epileptic has not time to 
find a soft spot to fall on. 


The attacks come with ap- 


parent regularity, but in most 
cases the frequency varies. 


The disease usually makes 


its appearance between the 
ninth and twentieth years. 
When the attacks occur with 
great frequency, giving the 
patient no time for recupera- 
tion, there is a marked mental 
dullness, poor memory, de- 
fective reasoning, and lack of 
power of concentration. 


There is a third manifesta-

- Mr. Nelson, night clerk at 
the Lincoln hotel, has always 
liked the outdoors. In com- 
mon with the majority of us, 
he had to enjoy it in bits. 
When the bits proved too 
brief to satisfy his desires, 
he decided that his interest 
in game birds might be 
turned into a fascinating 
hobby. The hobby has really 
taken on the dignity of an 
avocation within the last two 
years. 


In the fall of 1929. Mr. Nelson 


bought four Chinese ring-necked 
pheasants, three hens and a rooster. 
\ 
He now has 460 birds, 420 of them 


' young stock, the remainder for 


breeding 
purposes. 
Before 
the 
, autumn, he hopes to have as many) 
more in his runs, and he now has 
300 eggs in the incubator. 
Last 


spring, Mr. Nelson raised fifty birds 
and he now has 30 hens and 10 
roosters left out of that lot. 


"As time goes on, I hope to turn 


out 6.000 pheasants each year, but 
that is in the future. Last year and 
this year are really 'schooling' years 
for me. I'm just" learning how to 
raise the birds successfully." 
Uses Artificial ".Mother" 


Mr. Nelson does not raise his 


stock in the usual fashion, but he 
is experimenting with an idea that., 
as far as he knows, isn't followed 
bv any other pheasant raiser in 
Nebraska. This experimental plan 
is what makes his hobby vital to 
him. 
The east has gone in for 
pheasant culture in a big way for 
half a century—it's quite a smart 
thing to do there—but Nebraska has 
only taken it up within the last 
couple of years. 
Instead "of raising them with the! 
hen, as he did his'last year's fifty.! 
Mr. Nelson is using the artificial 
mother, the brooder. The largest 
brooder house ;s 32 by 20 feet in 
size, and he has started TOO young 
pheasants here- For a day follow- 
ing hatching, the baby birds are 
kept in the sun. weather conditions 
permitting but at the close of that

velopment on the pheasants is so 
rapid, they must ha\e more protein, 
than chickens. Cod liver oil must 
be included for Vitamin D and green 
food is a, necessity to prevent leg 
•& eakness. 


These little 
birds because they 
are intended for sale to hunting 
clubs, have full wings, and must be 
in a covered pen when older to pre- 
vent their flying afar. 
As game 


birds, the huntsmen liberate them 
in the fields for hunting purposes. 


Nearby is a pen. that has seventy 
that have been hatched but eight 
days. They are "pinioned," so that 
they can not fly more than sis feet 
high. When a day old, one wing 
is clipped at the first joint, so that 
it ttill be unevenly balanced when 
it tries to soar. The operation is 
without pain, as-the wing is blood- 
less, and it does not retard growth. 
Their pens need not be covered, for 
they can go no distance. They are 
intended for breeding. 
"Punching" Prevents Inbreeding. 
A second attention given the in- 


fants during their first day is 
punching. Any one of sixteen pos- 
sible combinations is punched in 
the webby part of the claw, an 
operation that prevents Inbreeding 
in future years. 
Mr. Nelson has 


seven breeding pens, each one num- 
bered, and the toe punch tells him 
from which pen each bird comes. 
Sixty-seven 
pheasants, 
sixteen 


days old. are in one pen, and a 
fourth pen of those planned for the 
growing birds contains 130 just 3. 
month old. A large number of them 
were pecking at the huge bunch of 
lettuce hung at a convenient height 
for them to get their "greens." All 
of the pens have earthen drinking 
jars, so that their milk products will 
not be even slightly tainted by 
metal. 
As soon as the two remaining 


sides of the fence are placed, Mr. 
Nelson will turn his older birds into 
a 200 foot square field of oats large 
enough for several hundred pheas- 
ants. The fence is seven and one- 
half feet high and is imbedded six 
inches in ground to keep out bur- 
rowing animals. 
The lower two 


feet is of one inch mesh wire and 
the upper of the more ordinary two 
inch mesh. A part of the field is to 
be partitioned off and covered for 
the full wing birds, 


Corn Stalk Shelters. 


Each of the breeding pens have 


four hens and one cock. The birds 
have shelters of com stalks and 
small boughs of trees. All of the 
birds are of Mr. Nelson's own stock: 
and the males have the brilliant 
colorings 
of their varieties, the 


Mongolian diffe-ing only slightly in 
shade from the Chinese. The nng- 
necked variety has Jts proper plum- 
ace at three months of age, but the 
golden pheasants do not get their 
beautiful feathers until the second 
year.

The University of Nebraska 


has recently arranged two 
beds of some of the three 
hundred known species of 
cacti on either side of the 
main entrance of the decapi- 
tated U hall, and they are as 
flourishing after an indoors 
winter as though the hot suns 
of Arizona, Mexico, or South 
America had been their daily 
diet. 


Within the last couple of 


years, cactus beds have be- 
come adjuncts of many smart 
homes, and the weirder the 
appearance, the more satisfac- 
tory the garden. What _at 
one time was treated with 
contempt and spoken of with 
groans has taken its place 
with orchid and iris culture 
among those whose gardens 
are as modern as their vo- 
cabulary. 


The -university beds have a mad 
appearance, as though some insane 
wind had blown across the campus 
and left fantastic growths in dis- 
array in its wake. Not that the beds 
aren't tended well enough, their In- 
terest is in the odd-appearing cacti. 
They've been arousing marked in- 
terest among passersby, who see the 
representations of many things in 
the queer green growths 


A snarled wayward bush is the 
crown of thorns. Its tangled vines 
grow low to the ground and 
are 


covered with long grayish 
thorns. 


Although it remains at one place, it 
somewhat resembles the 
tumble 


weed that rolls about the western 
prairies. 


Arizona Variety Sboois High. 
Arizona has its special variety in 
the tall green number, which grows 
in a senes of upward shoots, 
as 
though its energies were sufficient 
to carry it about a foot 
before 
dwindling, but as it grew slgihter, 
new energy came and sent it up- 
ward another twelve inches or so. 
This particular number grows to a 
considerable height, the stalk cut 
into half a dozen divisions with the 
thorns growing in prickly clusters. 
The Burbank thomless cactus oc- 


cupies a prominent place in the lay- 
out. This variety resembles nothing 
quite so much as pairs of rabbits'

uc thorns, did it have thorns Max 
Schnitter, who Is in charge of the 
university green house, says that a 
very similar thornless variety has 
been found in the wild state. 


One of the most unusual of the 


cacti is the living rock, which looks 
like a very solid grayish rock over- 
grown with sage green moss. 
It 


does not get very tall and is divided 
into four to seven divisions. The 
living lock also is known as the 
bishop's cap, for a cluster of bloss- 
oms, 
with elongated petals, grow at 
the top, where the divisions con- 
verge. " 


Rubber Cactus Oily. 


The rubber plant cactus, with its 


oily leaves, bears httle similarity to 
the others, of which the 
alligator 
and the tree cacti are most com- 
monly seen and recognized, and of 
which there are several specimens 
in the university garden.

snake cactus is not unlike ribbon 
grass, although it is naturally much 
taller, with wider leaves. The green 
and gray coloring is washed alter- 
nately through the long tapering 
leaves.

Rev. David Millard First To 
' Advocate International Court 


CRETE, Neb., July 4—A photo of 


Rev. David Millard, West Bloom- 
field, N. Y. who in 1845 advocated 
an international tribunal, was pre- 
sented to the congressional library 
at Washington by Mrs. Benjamin 
G-. Miller of Crete. For over a year 
Mrs, Miller had been trying to se- 
cure a photo of the Rev. Millard 
and it was through the congres- 
sional library that a clue was ob- 
tained whereby photos were secured 
from Martyn Summerbell, Ph. D , 
president of the Palmer institute, 
Starkey seminary, who had a pic- 
ture of Rev. Millard in a book.

Another of the little pots con- 
tains a vanety from the Andes, col- 
loquiolly knowns as "the head of an 
old mas."

family is the cercus, with the three- 
cornered, square, and round var- 
ieties of vine in the green bouse. 
The round stemmed cactus, com- 
monly known as the night blooming 
oereus. has a hairy little bud, and 
another beautiful bloom has died. 
The bud grows into a long crimson 
paint brush, which opens Into 
a 
gorgeous flower with crearry petals. 
Mr Schnitter is growing cacti 


from the seed to add to the var- 
ieties now found at the university. 
The seed, exceptionally small and « 
difficult to handle, is sowed on top 
of fine, sifted sand, and the pan 
placed in a larger container of wa- 
ter, so that it will seep through 
into the seeded sand.

' writing tablets to school last 
year? If that is easy, try to 
imagine the housewives of 
Lincoln carrying' home 387 
carloads of bananas during 
1930. 
This is not such a bur- 


den as it may first appear for, 
with the 871 carloads of auto- 
mobiles shipped in during the 
same period, Lincoln mothers 
were able to do their shopping 
by auto and take the children 
to school. These word-pictures 
and many others have been 
•created in a survey that has 
been recently completed. 


The University of Nebraska, de- 


partment of industry and survey 
and the Lincoln chamber of com- 
merce, with the co-operation ol 
the five railroad lines serving Lin- 
coln, have interested themselves in 
this study of the car-lot rail move- 
ments to and from Lincoln. The 
Study covers the entire period of 
1930 and indicates not only the vol- 
ume and character of all car-lot 
movements but also the seasonal 
and 
geographical distribution of 


) these movements. One must keep 
'.in mind that these figures are 
[merely indicative for, in addition 
1 but 
not 
included, are 
extensive 
movements by truck, less-than-car- 
load freight, express, and parcel 
post. The lack of definite records 
in the case of these movements 
makes it impossible to obtain ade- 
quate data regarding them. 
Another qualification to be at- 
tached to certain commodity groups 


^arises from the fact that Lincoln 
is an important point for distribu- 
tion. Consequently a considerable 
-volume is reshipped, largely by 
truck, to the surrounding towns. 
This is a considerable factor in the 
difference between the inbound and 
outbound movements by car-lots. 
During 1930, Lincoln received 29,319 
carloads while the outbound move- 
ments totaled 7,059 cars, or about 
one-fourth of the inbound total. To 
best summarize these results, the 
inbound and outbound movements 
will be considered separately.

Anniversary of .Battle of Gettysburg, Brings Memories 


To Lincoln Man of Soldiers In Gray Camped About Home 


Northerners fleeting from 
the 


southern army. Roaring guns, m- 
terainable din. 
Soldiers sleeping 


in one's own front, yard, bringing 
flour to be baked into bread. 
These and other vivid memories 


of the Blue and the Gray surround- 
ine the battle of Gettysburg were 
recalled this week, anniversary of 
the turning point in the Civil war, 
bv a Lincoln resident who as a 9- 
year-old boy lived within a few 
miles of the bitter early July fight- 
ingThe man, who recalls these mem- 
ories of Gettysburg is now quietly 
carrying on his duties in. the office 
of the state land commissioner. He 
is J- W. Kerns, 1514 Garfield street. 
Although a resident of Lincoln for 
nearly a half century. Mr. Kerns 
still recalls clearly the old scenes 
! around his boyhood home and some 
iot the unusual sights hi connection 
\wi»h the battle of Gettysburg 


Lived Northwest of Gettysburg. 
As « boy he lived at Mount Holly 


Springs, a. few miles northwest of 
Gettysburg, on the Baltimore turn- 
pike. The little village where he 
lived was in H water gap in the hills 
and ranges vhich broke up the en- 
tire, area. From there he roamed 
over much of the area traversed by 
the contending armies. 
The confederate army, he recalls, 


•was reported 
coming down 
the 


ClMtnbersburg turnpike, which ran 
through Carlisle a few miles north 
of his home villatre. Hundreds of

5 Even then, many corpses* still re- 
mained on the field, so fierce had 
been the struggle. Union soldiers 
had been cared for first, he said, so 
that those remaining were confed- 
erate todies. At one piace^he came 
upon a group of men who were roll- 
ing the dead bodies into blanksts, 
leading the blanketed bundle onto 
stone sleds and pulling them to a 
soot in a stream bed where water 
had washed a sink-hole.

'of the battlefield was the old stone 
fence behind which union soldiers 
had waited part of the confederate 
onslaught and then mowed their 
enernv down at close range. 
Veteran Recalled Capture.

anecdote was told by Mr. Kerns 
about the tree. Several years later, 
be attended a reunion of Civil war 
veterans there from both sides- 


One confederate veteran walked 


to the tree, as he described the bat- 
tle and said. "And here was where 
I was captured."

In contrast to the variety of the 
Kansas demand is Ohio's concen- 
tration on two commodity groups. 
The Ohio total of 237 cars is 
largely made up of 118 carloads of 
dairy and poultry products and 102 
cars of grain and gram products.

grain products and grain are the 
dominant commodity demands with 
the exception of a few eastern 
states such as New Jersey, Connec- 
ticut.

Cali- 
fornia is the only other exception 
in the. demand schedule, for here, 
hogs make up the bulk of the 
movements with aeroplanes rank-

Shipping of Raw Materials. 


From the brief summaries of the 


inbound and outbound movements 
affecting Lincoln, it is readily evi- 
dent that the dominant inbound 
commodities consist of coal, pe- 
troleum products (largely gasoline 
and fuel oil), building materials 
(sand, gravel, stone, cement), fresh 
fruits 
and vegetables, iron and 


steel materials and lumber and 
wood products. Many of these raw 
materials are consumed here in the 
process of manufacturing or con- 
verting products to be distributed 
from Lincoln. Other raw mate- 
rials have been sent to Lincoln to 
be distributed in their present 
form through the towns in this 
trade territory. 


The outbound movements of com- 


modities from Lincoln reflect the 
characteristics of the natural re- 
sources and surpluses of this re- 
gion 
Of outstanding importance 


in Lincoln's exports are grain prod- 


poultry and dairy products, agri- 
cultural 
implements, scrap 
and 


junk, clay products and livestock. 
Lincoln also distributes consider- 
able sugar to nearby states, send- 
ing out 134 carloads in 1930. 


Outside of satisfying a healthy 


curiosity, what good does n survey 
of this nature accomplish? 
The 


reader may well ask this question, 
for many surveys have been made, 
only to discover that the material 
obtained can be used to little ad- 
vantage. Here are the accomplish- 
ments of this survey. It has for 
the first time made available to 
Lincoln business leaders a blrdseye 
view of Lincoln's industries, a cross 
section through the heart of busi- 
ness. It provided definite figures 
to back up claims of superiority for 
business opportunities in Lincoln 
and provides a basis for determin- 
ing the advisabihtv of locating new 
industries. Not only will this sur- 
vey help Lmcoln workers to bring 
new industries, but it will help 
those already established by the 
exchange of information on trade 
possibilities within industrial groups 
and between industries.

More Than Mushroom Man. 
He's not just a mushroom, man, 


this one-time worker in Lincoln's 
college botany laboratories, though 
mushrooms and their valuable in- 
dustry, take up much of the time 
and research of his division. He is 
interested in every known variety— 
and more interested in the yet to 
be found ones—of parasitic fungi. 
And fungi appear on everything 
from man to the most minute of 
plants. .All the cases in the hall 
leading to room 312 and many other 
cupboards in other, unseen rooms 
belong to Dr. Shear's division. Neat- 
ly placed and labelled in individual 
folders there are 250.000 specimens 
of fungi carefully piled close one 
upon the other within those many 
cases. The sharp odor of disinfect- 
ant fills the hall when case doors 
are opened. 
Little specks of yellow on bits 


of leaves, tiny marks almost indis- 
tinguishable and certainly unident- 
ifiable without a powerful micro- 
scope, are these specimens, but there 
are plenty of microscopes in Dr. 
Shear's office. 
Here sooty blotch, 
streak, cane blight, crown gall. rust. 
leaf curl, and other fungi are called 
their proper names. 
The work of his division consists 


of discovering and identifying wild 
and cultivated fungi, issuing reports 
on the findings, discovering ways 
and means of destroying and pre- 
venting the spread of fungi which 
are destructive to plant and animal 
life. It cooperates with the plant 
pathologist in this work aad period- 
ical publication is made of the Plant 
Disease Reporter with an annual 
supplement.

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AN EMOTIONAL OUTLET. 


' The crusades lived on through the greater part of 
three centuries. Legions marched to their banners 
through strange lands and gladly gave up their lives. 
The trail led over the burning sands of Asia Minor, 
the tropical sun and the absence of food, adding to 
the suffering of those who followed their leaders on 
a mission which was to restore the Holy land. 


It was an amazing period In history for the reason 


that emotionalism held sway for such a long time. 
There was a fervor and zeal and a fanatical enthusi- 
asm, which frequently has flared up, only to die 
within a few years, but in the instance of the cru- 
sades it was unchecked for more than "three hundred 
years. 


Although as far apart as the poles 1n objectives, 


there Is a striking similarity between the Russian ex- 
periment and the spirit which characterized the cru- 
sades. Communism would disdainfully deny that it 
had Its roots In emotionalism. It has done everything 
within its power to reduce the individual to a ma- 
chine. It has sought to overturn the spiritual life of 
old Russia. It has abolished marriage in the forms 
which previously existed and substituted a free and 
easy convention of its own. It has largely under- 
taken the responsibility of the child, as a result, it 
has abolished the cornerstone of organized society in 
all other countries of the world. It has sought to 
give a new significance to death. These are the in- 
stitutions, which are largely responsible for the emo- 
tional development of people outside of Russia. 


But in tearing down the old, it has substituted new 


for it. \It has set up an ideal of a state where all 
share alike and where from infancy until the clos- 
ing bell, the individual may fall back upon it. The 
puzzling factor in the Russian experiment is revealed 
in the fanaticism with which Communism has been 
endowed. That fervor supplies the Russian people 
with their emotional outlet. It takes the place of 
everything which has been destroyed and explains 


short of meeting actual needs. With this deficit on 
hand and the outlook for the next fiscal year even 
less encouraging, the president was confronted with 
the highly unpleasant choice of Increasing income 
tax ratns. It was the last thing In the world which 
Mr. Hoover would want to do, in the face of a na- 
tional campaign In 1932. It might prove the one 
thing clinching his defeat for re-election. Shorn of 
his reputation as an inspired business genius, Mr. 
Hoover was in no condition to risk giving added of- 
fense by raising taxes. 


So the president and his advisors have decided, it is 


reported in Washington, that there will be no tax 
increase, at least for the present year. The treasury 
will get along by borrowing. It has drawn upon its 
credit rather lavishly In recent months and it will 
experience no difficulty :n floating all of the ,short 
term paper necessary to tide it over the emergency, 
until after the election of 1932 Is out of the way. Of 
course, there will be a day of reckoning. The deficit 
will have to be paid, along with the added charges' 
for interest, which will pile up_sn the short term 
notes. Possibly, Mr. Hoover reasons that the nation 
will be in a more mellow mood when business gets 
back to normal or that business will be better able 
to stand a heavier tax burden. In any event, the 
president has wriggled out of a tight hole for the 
time being. If he is defeated for re-election, his suc- 
cessor can worry along. If he wins re-election, there 
is nothing which can be done in the form of a re- 
prisal by the voters, should income taxes take a 
sharp jump after 1832.

Recently Russia celebrated what is called its "Press 


Day" throughout the Soviet union. It is one of the 
very few ceremonies recognized by the Russian gov- 
ernment and it has been made an annual event. 


Without any attempt to disguise it, the Russian 


press has the sole function of stimulating socialistic 
development. It is not intended that the papers 
should make money, or entertain their readers. They 
do not publish scandal, crime, or personal informa- 
tion, except as the news may have a political signi- 
ficance. 


Such a newspaper could not exist In the United 


States or in any other country of western Europe or excessive heat. 
North and South America. It is an evidence of the 
hold that Communism has on the Russian to discover 
the newspapers of that country thrill their readers. 
There are three newspapers In Moscow with circula- 
tions of from one to* two and one half millions and 
reliable correspondents of American newspapers re- 
port these could be doubled or trebled if news print 
was available. The commissioner of the Russian pa- 
per industry Is quoted as claiming that "the supply 
Is far below the cultural requirements and will be 
increased thirty per cent within a year." The -Soviet 
union supports 257 large newspapers and 2,500 small 
sheets published in factories. 


Only recently Norman Hapgood, .'an American 


journalist of many years standing, said he did not 
believe any newspaper or magazine in the United 
States could attain a circulation of one million and 
maintain a strictly objective policy, appealing to the 
intelligence rather than the fancies and the emo- 
tions of its readers. The statement raises many in- 
teresting queries. Are-we, as a nation, so shallow, 
so morbid, so given to frivolity that we have lost the 
capacity for sober reading and must be entertained 
and amused? It Is more likely that the unusual 
character of the Russian newspaper will change be- 
fore many years elapse. There has been very little 
of humor in their lives and, on the contrary, there 
has been a great deal of tragedy, and of suffering- 
To introduce them to the atmosphere of the average 
American newspaper would be to usher them into a 
strange world, lor which they have no equipment, or 
experience. 


Government Is something new to them. Although 


they have no voice in it, although it enforces its de- 
crees with a ruthlessness even more rigidly than un- 
der the old Czarist regime, those who have subscribed 
whole-heartedly to Communistic rule believe at least 
it is theirs. It is their plaything and they are thrilled 
by reading about It. It is the first time that a news- 
paper has seemingly freely discussed the government 
and Its work. 


There are many, many millions of Russians who 


arc not reading newspapers today and a larre por- 
tion of them are so illiterate that they could not. 


the opportunity theirs. 


Russia is pioneering in journalism now. just as the 


American newspaper biased a trail whca this cov- 
cmracnt was young and its Institutions were iaWnsr 
shape.

ONE SAD INDEPENDENCE DAY. 


Fifty years ago this Independence day there was 


little rejoicing in the United States, for the people 
were wrung with anxiety. The president of the na- 
tion hung between life and death and the bulletin 
boards at the newspaper offices all over the country 
were surrounded by citizens who spoke in low voices 
as they waited for the latest news from the bedside 
of the stricken executive. Just two days before, on 
July 2, 1881, James A. Garfield, who had been in- 
augurated on March 4, of that year, had been shot 
in the back at the Baltimore & Potomac railroad sta- 
tion by Charles J. Guiteau, a disappointed 
office 


seeker. 


The assassin, a man of little political influence and 


of questionable character, had applied for the posi- 
tion of U. S. consul at Marseilles, France, but had 
met with no encouragement. At that time there was 
a bitter factional fight in the republican party, and 
it is thought that Guiteau's mind might have been 
inflamed by the newspaper attacks on the-president. 
He knew that Garfield was to take a train at the 
station and he chose that place for his murderous 
attack. 


Two shots were fired and one of the bullets broke 


a rib and lodged deep in the body of the president. 
The latter was taken to the white house, where he 
lay for ten weeks, death hovering ever near. Then, 
on September 6, he was taken by special train to 
Elberon, N. J., beside the Atlantic ocean. But peri- 
tonitis and blood-poisoning set in, and he died on 
September 19. There seems little doubt that had 
medical science at that time been as far advanced 
as it is today, the life of President Garfield would 
have been saved and the whole course of American 
history changed. 


Guiteau was tried for murder in the Supreme court 


of the District of Columbia. He pleaded insanity and 
the trial lasted for more than two months, the de- 
fendant at intervals breaking out in all sorts of 
harangues. He was considered to be acting a part 
however, and the jury, at the conclusion of the hear- 
ing, was only an hour in returning a verdict of 
guilty. He was sentenced to death and was hanged 
in the District of Columbia Jail on June 30, 1882. 
_, Three presidents of the United States have been 
assassinated, all by shooting. The first was Lincoln, 
then Garfield and finally McKinley.

A HEAVY HEAT TOLL. 


Carefully compiled statistics given out by the news , 


association indicate 1437 people have died in the 
United States in the last ten days as a "result of the 


The figures deserve attention. There were few 


battles during the Civil war when the losses in killed 
ran as high as a thousand men during any twenty- 
four hour period. They were Gettysburg, Spottsyl- 
vania, Wilderness, Antietam, Chancellor'sville, Cold 
Harbor, Shiloh, Stone River, and Petersburg. There 
were only two battles in the Revolutionary war in 
which the loss exceeded a thousand—Hat Bush and 
Brandywine. The- total American casualties in Eu- 
rope during the World war in both lighting and 
through sickeness aggregated only 30,703. 


So nature, manifesting herself 
through soaring 


temperatures, inflicted about as many casualties as a 
battle. 


The heaviest loss of life naturally occurred in the 


congested cities. Until there is a marked improve- 
ment in housing conditions in the tenement districts, 
little can be done about that. Yet there was a su- 
prisingly large number of fatalities In the rural com- 
munities and upon {he farms. One direct result of 
the recent heat wave will be to instffl greater cau- 
tion In risking dangers of high temperatures.

Better Safe Than sorry.

Star: The Lancaster county board

The board, as reported by the 
press "turned down my complaint" 
refusing: to review the the assess- 
ments complalne.d of and in justi- 
fication of said action, "claimed 
thatN they are made according to 
the statutes." Granted—but ac- 
cording to which class of statutes; 
valid statutes, or void 
statutes? 
There Is a difference, and the su- 
preme court of Nebraska is the um- 
pire. Concerning void stotutes the 
supreme court, in Finders v. Bodle, 
58 Neb. 57. said: "An act of the 
legislature passed In violation of 
the constitution Is void from the 
date of its enactment, and not 
from the time it is judicially de- 
termined to be in conflict with the 
supreme law. An unconstitutional 
statutes creates no new rights and 
abrogates no old ones. It is for all 
purposes as though it had never 
been enacted" 


Mr. Juctice Lamar, in Hopkins v. 


Clemens College. 221 U. S. 644, said: 
"But a void act is neither a law nor 
a command. It is » nullity. 
It 


confers no authority. It affords no 
protection. 'Whoever seeks to en-

One could say much about Burns 


if one had space to say it. His mem- 
ory is kept alive by his countrymen, 
who need no assistance to do it, and 
if they did every lover of humanity, 
liberty and candor would gladly co- 
operate. Scotland's pride in her blue 
bonneted plowman of Ayrshire, who 
sang of her notable deeds as no 
other poet has done, is 
entirely 


justified. His merist as ballad writ- 
er command nearly every literary 
situation and are so many and con- 
spipuous that it is difficult to speak 
c-f them with restraint. 
As the lyricist of the plain folk 


and of one of the grandest yeoman- 
ry in the world, he evoked a deep 
and lasting response, not only from 
them but from all ranks and con- 
ditions of men. 
Wherever they meet to renew old 
ties c-r forge new ones his words 
naturally spring to their lips in time 
honored songs. He was essentially 
the poet of Ms native shire, of his 
nation, of nature, of man, the suf- 
fering and the sorrow of our com- 
mon human struggle. Nearly all that 
was worthy in the Scotch character 
sprang to renewed life at his call, 
and though he did not practice all 
the virtues of his God-fearing an- 
cestors he never failed to pay them 
the reverence of a penitent heart. 
Burns is one of the very few poets 
or tnrose writers who raised a local 
dialect to the dignity of a universal 
language in English-speaking 
na- 
tions. His honesty, simplicity, force- 
fulness and power were wedded to 
a strange and hauling beauty of 
expression. The inevitable music was 
in him and he wedded it to noble 
themes. 
. ., 
It is right that Americans should 
commemorate his birthday. One 
wonders what he would have writ- 
ten had he been at Trenton or 
Yorktown. We gather a hint of such 
possibilities from the fact that he 
once supplaned a toast to George III 
by proposing one to "a far better 
man, George 
Washington," 
He 
made the old clay beggin, where he 
laid down his heavy lifeload before 
he was forty, a temple of noble anc 
fearless humanism. Long may his 
memory last to inspire true men 
and discomfit rogues, hypocrites and 
tyrants!

Classic, Jazz Melodies 


Divide Time Almost 


Equally on CBS. 


Classic, semi-classic and allied 


types of music were broadcast more 
frequently than jazz and the so- 
called "popular" songs during the 
'first six months of 1931, acording 
to u survey of its program just com- 
pleted by the Columbia Broadcasting 
system. 
It was a clv-se decision. The exact 
ratios were circulated at 33.4 per 
cent for the classics and their me- 
lodic neighbors and 32.8 per ceni for 
dance and ballad numbers. 
Although figures for previous years 
are not available, program, officials 
at Columbia believe that "popular1 
music heretofore has held suprem- 
acy and declare that the change is 
in response to a more sophisticated 
public taste largely developed by 
radio broadcasting. 


3,407 Hours on Air. 
Total broadcasting time over the 
Columbia network from 
January 
through June amounted to 3,407 
hours and 30 minutes, an average of 
130 hours and 10 minutes weekly. 


Of this total, 2,458 hours and 30 
minutes (or 72.14 per cent of the 
time) were devoted to musical pro- 
grams, and 949 hours (or 27.86 per 
cent) to "talk," which term includes 
addresses, rattio plays and special 
events broadcasts. 
A comparison between figures for 


the months of January and June 
show striking differences between 
amounts of time given to various 
programs as dictated by the change 
In the seasons. 
Seasonal Preferences. 


In January, for instance, broad- 


casting of classic, semi-classic and 
light music registered a combined 
total of 41.7 per cent of the month's 
broadcasting time as opposed to 32.6 
per cent for popular music.

ARRY C. BROWNE, whose 
weekly dramatic 
production 
over the Columbia Broadcasting 
system, "Hank 
Simmons' 
Show 
Boat," began its fourth yea:- on the 
air Saturday evening, admits that 
the closest he has ever been to a 
show boat was "approximately half 
a mile." Yet Browne producse his 
weekly dramas so successfully that 
many "old timers," masters of the 
show boat playhouses years ago, 
have written hundreds of letters of 
commendation to him. His produc- 
tions are accurate to the minutest 
details. 


"Take it away," "flash the orches- 
tra," and other familiar phrases 
are injected into the production to 
give realism. The audience is very 
much in evidence at each of the 
broadcasts. Columbia's largest stu- 
dio is filled to capacity Saturday 
nights during this period. Visitors, 
however, are not permitted to voice 
their likes or dislikes. On the con- 
trary, they must applaud or '' s 
only when Browne, by means of 
hand-painted signs, gives them the 
signal. 


The idea for a show boat broad- 
cast was suggested in 1928 by Major 
J. Andrew White, formerly president 
of the Columbia system. His sugges- 
tion was given to Julius Seebach, 
program director. Seebach called a 
conference. 
He outlined the plan, 
suggesting the use of the old "meller- 
dramas" with a show boat setting, 
orchestra, barker and so on. The 
plan was accepted and Harry C. 
Browne, veteran actor-producer and 
continuity writer, was assigned to 
create several sample scripts. 


Seebach was responsible for nam- 
ing the program. ""Hank Simmons' 
Srow Boat." "I don't know the rea- 
son for the name 'Hank Simmons'," 
Seebach says, "although we wanted 
to identify the program with a real 
old backwoods American name. It 
came to me and I merely wrote it in 
front of 'Show Boat.'" 


Phil Maher, nlaywright .adapts the 
original melodrama scripts to the 
proper length "lor radio production. 
Browne takes these tabloid "scripts 
and casts the play. Orchestra and 
script rehearsals are held separately 
and in different studios. The two are 
not combined until the night of the 
broadcast, the cast and orchestra 
never having had a "dress" rehearsal 
since the inception of the broadcast. 
Yet timing, cues, and all have been 
accurate to the "nth" degree. 
Members of the cast all are given 
fictitious names merely to continue 


the illusion. Harry Browne takes the 
part of "Hank Simmons." Stage 
names of the others follow, with real 
names in parentheses: Lettie Sim- 
mons, Ma (Edith Clinton), Maybelle 
(Elsie May Gordon), Jane McGrew 
(Edith Thayer), DeWitt Schuyler 
(Lawrence Gratton) Happy Jack 
Lewis (Prank Readick), Joe Carroll 
(Harry 
Swan), 
George 
Morris 


(James Ayres), and Prank Miller 
Brad Sutton.) 
With a few exceptions this cast 


has remained intact since the "Show 
Boat's" inception. 


"Stumped" for W. J. Bryan. 


Harry C. Browne came from, a 
glamorous career to the Columbia 
Broadcasting system. As a boy, he 
came to the theater by way of his 
banjo and a collection, of old darky 
songs. In 1900 he was "stumping" for 
William Jennings Bryan. Later, al- 
though his famly objected to the 
theater as a career, Browne came to 
New York engaged for the play, "A 
Hot Old Time," and started as a 
villain in the legitimate theater. 
Thereafter, he played stock, doing 
everything fro-'i slapstick to Shakes- 
peare. This served as excellent 
theater schoolng, and oftsn he uses 
one of his old plays as material for 
a "Show Boat" production. . 


His first Important play -was "Re- 


becca of Sunny Brook Farm." Then 
he did "In Search of a Sinner," a 
society comedy with Lillian Russell. 
Browne had the lead in Charming 
Pollock's 
"The Fool," and played 
with Peggy Wood in Bernard Shaw's 
"Candida-1 There were bright days 
of playng "Oh, Lady, Lady," "The 
Little Whopper," and "Her~ Regi- 
ment" and then for a time Browne 
went into the -movies. There he 
played with Constance Talmadge, 
Mary Pickford, Mae Murray, Hazel 
Dawn and others. 
Though he misses the atmosphere 
of the stage, Browne prefers radio 
work. A survey of the fan mal whch 
he receives regularly* from virtually 
ever state in the union indicates 
that he receives several thousand 
letters weekly. The largest quantity 
of fan mail received following any 
single broadcast of his "Hank Sim- 
mon's Show Boat" was 5,893 letters.

New Creation In Tubes. 


The new variable-mu tube, 


screen-grid, permits stronger sign: .s 
to be fed into the radio frequency 
amplifier without causing .-ross-taiK; 
and which eliminates hissing back- 
ground noises and does away with 
the need for various controlling de- 
vices to compensate lor the differ- 
ent intensities of distant and local 
signals. The ordinary receiver can- 
not use the variable-Tan. It takes a 
special circuit for this tube and the 
special circuit is incorporated in 
many of the sets being offered to 
the public this year. 


Adjustments To Condenser. 


Changing the adjustment of the 


rotor plate shaft in such a way as 
to move it the least bit in the direc- 
tion of the shaft will usually com- 
pletely destroy the balance or align- 
ment of'the tuned circuits. It is 
highly desirable that there/be a 
certain amount of friction in the 
condenser shaft bearing so the con- 
denser will stay where it is set. It 
should not turn too freely. Fre- 
quently, a brake is provided in the 
form of a felt-lined band that grips 
the condenser shaft. Thus, the fric- 
tion can be adjusted without run- 
ning any danger of spoiling, the 
balance of the tuned circuits. In 
other cases, there is only the Searing 
itself to control the friction, and 
this is done by tightening or loosen- 
ing the bearing adjustment. This is 
where the receiving set owner gets 
into trouble. By changing the posi- 
tion of the bearing adjustment, he 
also changes the position of the 
rotor plates relative to the stator 
plates and as a consequence ruins 
the balance or alignment of the 
tuned circuits. If he is in luck he 
can sometimes get the adjustment 
back where it was, but more often 
he never can. 


What Is.the Ideal Aerial? 


There is no ideal aerial to cover 
all sets and locations, in fact, the 
best aerial for any set of conditions 
will vary greatly for different sets, 
locations and for different listener 
demands. The best aerial will even 
vary in dimensions during the day 
because of the varying demand of 
the listener himself. The instruction 
book that comes with the receiver 
will give no specific length or height 
as the best aerial A 30-foot aerial 
in one location may easily equal the 
effectiveness of a 150-foot aerial in 
another, due either to structural 
surroundings or to natural obstacles 
to radio waves. Thus, -he choice of 
the proper aerial length and height 
is further influenced. The experi- 
menter who is unhampered by 
cramped space and who is indus-j 
trious usually starts out with a very 
large aerial as high up as he can 
get it. Then, if he is bothered by 
interference or too high a noise 
level, he gradually reduces the ef- 
fectiveness of the aerial either by 
shortening or lowering the aerial or 
both until he has the most effective 
aerial that will surmount the diffi- 
culties of noise and interference. 


For the Notebook. 
Radio waves move with the speed 


of light. 
None of the A. C. heat:r element 
tubes can be rejuvenated. 
The best aerial for an automobile 
is a copper or metal plate suspended 
under the car. 


Keeping the mechanical structure 
in good shape is often responsible 
for a prolonged period of satisfac- 
tory service from the radio set. 
Keeping contacts clean and tight, 
keeping the chassis bolts and screws 
Tightened prevents noise, both elec- 
trical and mechanical. 


Limitations of Modern Electric Set 
It is impractical to extend the 


wiring In a modern electric radio 
in such a way as to make it possible 
to operate either from A. C. or from 
A and B batteries. It is. however, 
practical to design a receiver that 
can be operated either from batter-J 
ies or from the A. C- Circuit. The 
ordinary battery type receiver oper- 
ated from eliminators becomes •vir- 
tually an A. C, set and this is con- 
ceivably a satisfactory arrange- 
ment. 


Cause of Loral Fading. 


Aerials are the apparent cause for 
"fadine"' of local signals. la crowd- 
ed areas and especially in apart- 
ment houses where aerials art so 
thick on the roof that there hardly 
seems to be room for another, there 
is very apt to be fading on local and 
all signals. From the energy stand- 
point it is apparent that where two 
aerials occupy virtually the s&m« 
space, ttsy mnst divide any given- 
signal energy between them. Thus, 
when two adjacent aerials supply 
sets which are tuned to the same 
station, the volume of the receiver 
signal is somewhat less than when 
only one set is tuned to that station, 
Usually, the local signal is so great 
that this introduces no serious de- 
ficiency in signal energy. The rem- 
edy is to keep aerials mutually at 
right angles or keep them at least 
25" feet apart if parallel. Keep them 
as short as is consistent with rea- 
sonable reception on distant signals.

The Culbertson System 


ARTICLE No. 1. 


One of the outstanding developments in Bridge 


is the method originated by Ely Culbertson and 
bearing his name. It has proved a winning system in 
national and International tournaments. 


It Is also simple system. There is no arbitrary or 


artificial count. The player's mind is not burdened 
with the necessity of dealing with numbers, which 
in the end run into big figures. 


One of the most important features of this 


method is the standard table of honor tricks. A de- 
fensive honor trick is a card or combination of cards 
which may be expected to win even if the opponent's 
play the hand at trump.

Trump or suit bidding in the Culbertson system differs widely from 
that now used by many players. This is due to the fact that the bid- 
ding of four card suits is encouraged and safeguarded. For instance 
any four-card suit is bid if headed by A Q. A J 10, or K Q 10, pro- 
vided, of course", that the hand contains 2V4 honor tricks. In other 
words—a four-carder must be headed by .-. trick and a half. 


The system is also designed to show long suits with weak head- 


ings if the requisite number of honor tricks are in the hand. For ex- 
ample, a five card suit may be headed by a King or Queen-Jack; and 
a six card suit need have no honor tricks at all if the requirement of 
2}i tricks appear elsewhere in the hand. 


Answers to Queries. 


Q.—Dealer holds spades Q 9, hearts A Q 8 4 3 2, diamonds K 8, 


clubs 9 8 3 . Does he bid or pass? 
A.—The dealer passes. The hand lacks the 2'4 honor tricks re- 


quired. 
Q.—Is a singleton of value in the declaring hand? 
A.—There is no system which assigns any value to a short suit in 
the declaring hand. To quote only two: Culbertson says, short suits 
are of value only in toe supporting hand. Work declares that a pomt 
to be understood beyond question is that a short or blank suit is rare- 
ly an additional asset in the hand of the original bidder.

Trip South and East 


An "American College on Wheels," 
ponsored locally by the department 
f geography m co-operation with 
he extension division at the Uni- 
'ersity of Nebraska, will leai-e Lin- 
oln July 16 on an extended study 
our of the east and south, return- 
ng August 30, according to recent 
announcement made by Dr. Nels A. 
Sengtson, chairman of the depart- 
ment of geography. 
The general tour is under the 


direction of the municipal univer- 
ity of Wichita, with Dr. Albert 
jaPleur of Muncie, Ind., in charge 
Dr. LaFleur was formerly a mem- 
ber of the faculty at the University 
of Nebraska during the absence of 
3r. Bengtson. 
Registration, which is limited to 


35 for the Nebraska section, is 
nearly complete. Three hours credit 
n geography is given and the total 
expense is $206. The trip will be 
made in several large busses. 


Among points of interest to be 


visited during the tour are Muscle 
Shoals, Ala.; Knoxville and Mem- 
phis, Tenn.; Shenandoah valley, 
3reat Smoky: mountains and End- 
ess Caverns, N. C : Harpers Perry, 
;be Potomac, and Washington, D. C 


The party will spend five days at 


;he national capitol and the same 
amount of time in New York City. 
Leaving New York the tour will 
extend to Plymouth and Boston, 
Mass., across the New England 
states to Quebec. Canada, then to 
Montreal and back across the border 
to Niagara Falls. After a few days 
in Detroit and Chicago the group 
will return to Lincoln. 


With a total enrollment of 717

Nearly twice as many students 


take graduate work during the Snm- 
mer as during the regular school 
term, a comparison o figures indi- 
cate. During the second semester, 
420 were taking advanced studies. 
Instructors who take advantage of 
the vacation period to work toward 
higher degrees are largely resopnsi- 
ble for the summer increase, accord- 
ing to Dean Upson. 
Of the 425 who are working toward 


advanced degrees this summer, 298 
are men and 127 women. Fifty are 
candidates for the Ph. D. degree, 334 
for M. A. and 41 for M. Sc. honors. 
Two hundred ninety-two are taking 
advanced studies but do not desire 
degrees'. 
With 197 teachers taking advanced 


work, the field of education is most 
popular among graduate students. 
Of this group. 128 are specializing 
in school administration. 51 in sec- 
ondary education and 18 in educa- 
tional psychology. Thirty-six are 
pursuing graduate work in chemis- 
try. 


Other studies which have attract- 


ed several graduates are English, 
31; history, 27;' botany, 14; home 
economics, 12; mathematics, 
12; 
zoology, 12; geography, 11; classics, 
11. The remaining: students are 
evenly distributed in fifteen other 
advanced fields of study.

Birth control is singled out for 
unqualified 
condemnation, in the 


following language: "Any use what- 
soever of matrimony in such a way 
that the act is deliberately 
frus- 
trated in its natural power to gen- 
erate life is an offense against the 
law of God and nature and those 
who indulge in such are branded 
with the guilt of a grave sin "
